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I )eath and taxes have been defined as the only certain 
things that man can expect. Such an association of ideas does 
not add to the popularity of the man who must collect the taxes. 
But die Borough of Bristol has a I ax ( ©Hector who man-1 
1 ages to tx* very popular and at the same time to be exceedingly I 
I efficient in tho performance of the duties of his office. Louis 
B. Girton is no austere, remote official. 
I o countless fellow 
citizens he is known as Lou. l o him the taxpayers are not just 
a row of figures on the tax report. 
They arc* people* he knows. 
Not only does he know’ them but he understands their 
problems. I Ie is one of them. Mr. Girton has worked with 
his hands and with his mind all his life. I Ic* is a skilled tinsmith 
who had his own business, just as his father had before him. 
I Ie has done office work and he has been a locomotive fireman. 
He has worked in two local mills. All of Mr. Girton s experi­ 
ence gives him a kinship with the working citizens of Bristol. 
This relationship is an aid in carrying out his official duties in 
a humanitarian manner. I Ie knows when a man deserves a 
chance to catch up on his obligations. 
But these qualities alone would not make a candidate a 
good Tax Collector. To this background Mr. Girton adds years 
of experience as a responsible public official. 
First elected to the Borough Council in 1920 and then re­ 
elected, he won the election for lax Collector in 1929. He has 
been twice re-elected, giving him the experience of three suc­ 
cessive and successful terms in office*. 
In 1933-35, Mr. Girton, as assistant disbursing officer of 
the CW A for Bucks County, made payments to as many as 
2400 workers a week. The weekly payroll at times reached 
$35,000. 
In those years Mr. Girton was disbursing large 
amounts of money. But his responsibility as Fax Collector 
involves the collection of even l a r g e r sums. 
In 1940, for example, he collected taxes in the Borough 
to the amount of $93,031.1 I during that one year. 
To handle such sums takes a man of proved integrity and 
financial experience. 
It is also a legal requirement that an 
official in such a position bt* bonded. 
Fhe importance of Mr. 
Girton’s duties is plain when it is realized that he is bonded for ] 
a total of $70,000. There is a $10,000 bond for the proper re 
turn of the Borough taxes; a $30,000 bond for the school 
taxes; and another $30,000 bond for the county taxes col­ 
lected in the Borough. 
Money is the lifeblood of a community. 
I axes are the 
source of supply, and the man who has his finger on the pulse 
of the finances at all times is the Tax Collector. I bs office must 
be administered with IOO per cent efficiency or every other 
office and function of the government will be seriously ham­ 
pered or even disabled. 
The present Tax Collector of the Borough of Bristol is a 
man who has been IOO per cent efficient in that office for a 
dozen years. Those years were years of economic stress, when 
financial concepts and obligations became changed and con­ 
fused with eat h passing year. But Louis B. Girton never al­ 
lowed any confusion to creep into the administration of his 
vital office. I Ie has played a major part in keeping Borough 
finances in their present enviable condition— when elsewhere 
taxes and public debts are climbing out of sight. Such a man 
should be kept in office for the uncertain days that are ahead. 
He will be needed. 
As a candidate for re-election to the position of Tax 
Collector, Louis B. Girton should be kept in office.
